Stevenson was appointed to tho ofllce 
of master In chancery and after re- 
maining In that omce for a period of 
four years was elected district attor- 
ney. .At the expiration of this term 
be formed a law. partnership with 
James S. Bwlng, and 
for twenty 


y.ears this firm held a leading position 
in courts in Illinois. 


In 1864 Stevenson canvassed the 


state as a candidate for presidential 
elector on the Democratlc.tlck'ct. In 
1874 he was nominated by tho Demo- 
cratic party 
for congress In 
the 


llloomlngton district. 
This district 


•had always been strongly Republican, 
but Stevenson was elected. 


He was defeated for re-election to 


congress ,in 1876 and after resuming 
tbe practice of law for two years was 
again .nominated and elected to con- 
gress. At the end of this term he re- 
turned to the practice of law and was a 
delegate In 1884 to the Democratic 
national convention which nominated 
Grover Cleveland for president. 


When Cleveland was elected ho ap: 


pointed 
Stevenson 
first 
assistant 


postmaster general. ' Stevenson was 
a delegate at largo to tbo national 
Democratic convention of IS82, which 
nominated Cleveland for 
a 
second i 


term and placed Stevenson 
on 
tho 


ticket for tho position of vice presi- 
dent. 
He was a material factor in 


tne election of Cleveland and himself. 


Stevenson married, in I860, Miss 


Letllla (Ireen of Danville, Ky., who 
met the future vice president when he 
was at Centre college, of which Miss 
Green's father was president, and tho 
romance which began then continued 
until the. death of Mrs. Stevenson.
